Such a coun¬ 
cil is a meeting of all the bishops of the world pre¬ 
sided over by the Bishop of Rome, the Pope. He 
alone can call an Ecumenical Council. And why has 
Pope John called this council? The peace of a uni¬ 
fied Church - a possible union of all Christians -is 
the Pope's main purpose for calling the council so 
that the message of the Divine Saviour may come 
to all men, equal in the sight of God. The second 
reason for establishing this council is to bring up 
to date the morality of the Christian world. 


Word has leaked from the afternoon Latin classes 
in Room 7 that a new Latin club is in the making. The 
club, which will be devoted to the study of the Latin 
language and culture, will be opened to Latin II and 
III students - something to which Latin I students 
have to look forward. A Constitution is being drawn 
up and as soon as everything is finished we'll know 
definitely about the club. 


Hence can we see the importance of this coun¬ 
cil. The Holy Father has urged that everyone pray 
to the Holy Spirit to enlighten the minds of those at¬ 
tending the council so that it may become a success¬ 
ful beginning to a bond of friendship, love, and. re¬ 
ligious unity in the world.
